The  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been  inspected  on  62  occasions. 

During  the  year  nine  samples  of  milk  were  procured  and  submitted 
to  the  Ihiblic  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  for  tubercle  bacilli 
examination.  The  result  of  the  examination  showed  that  each  sample 
was  negative.  The  9 samples  of  milk  wore  submitted  to  the  bacterio- 
logical tests  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  Accredited  Milk.  7 of  the 
samples  satisfied  the  methylene  blue  test  and  two  failed  to  satisfy 

the  coliform  test. 
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137  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses.
